After Months of Illness 


Sen. LaFollette Pays Tribute 


To Memory of Mrs. Vilas 


Although they disagreed politically, Col. William F. 


Vilas and Robert M. La Follette were warm personal friends. 
They had great respect for each other and both were leading 
members of the bar here. When Henry Vilas, the son of Col. 
Vilas, was just entering the practice of th« law in the nine- 
ties Col; Vilas had such great admiration for La Follette, who 
had just returned from Congress, that he asked Senator La- 
Follette to take the younger Vilas into his office. 
Henry 


Vilas was in the La Follette law office for a year. 


Senator La Follette today paid the following tribute to 


Mrs. Vilas: 


"Mrs. Vilas was one of the most beautiful and charming 


wonftn I ever knew. She was the daughter of Dr. William 
Fox. the leading pioneer physician, known throughout Dane 
and adjoining counties, in the first generation of Wisconsin's 
statehood. 


"As a young Congressman I entered public service when 


Col. Vilas, then in middle life, was called to Washington to 
become a member of the first Cleveland cabinet. We saw 
much of Mr. and Mrs. Vilas and their beautiful daughters 
at that time. 


"The position of her distinguished husband, as a cabinet 


member and afterwards as United States Senator imposed 
certain social duties upon Mrs. Vilas.. She was a most de- 
voted wife and mother but she met her social obligations 
with a rare dignity and charm. She was known as an ex- 
ceptionally brilliant and popular hostess in the social'life of 
Washington in those years. 


"Since the death of a beloved son and daughter followed 


by the passing of her illustrious husband Mrs. Vilas has lived 
in retirement .and has seen .only relatives and most intimate 
friends.

Each afternoon at 2:30 a balloon 


is »ent up from the ro'of of the bl-, 
ology building and is observed 
through »n instrument known as s 
theodolite. The theodolite, although 
not a recent invention, has come 
into fairly common use only since 
the war, when it was extremely Im- 
portant that weather conditions 
should be known to aviator* and to 
the artillery. 


By means of the theodolite ob- 


servers can compute the direction 
and velocity of the wind, and the 
height of the balloon each minute-. 
The direction and velocity of the 
wind at various altitudes is comput- 
ed on charts daily at the weather 
bureaa office. .The information Is 
sent to Washington, where the bu- 
reau furnishes the data to the aero 
service and uses it in compiling 


weather forecasts. There are alto- 
jrether about 35 stations throughout 
the country that have theodolites 
and make such observations. 


The data obtained in this way, 


Mr. Miller declares, is of great 
importance in determining 
the 


structure of storms, of which but 
little is known as yet. 


At the time of the signing of the

The main part 
of the Introduction Adagio depicts 
the sylvan purity and peace; later 
on the Satanic influence is felt by 
the fear-inspiring motive of Samiel, 
the evil spirit.
